A BATCH OF CASES. 
Return Day at the Superior Court Brings a 
Big Harvest. 

Yesterday was return day for filing suits 
brought to the next term of the superior court 
of this county. At the close of business at the 
clerk’s office at ten o’clock last night there had 
be en filed three hundred and seventy-one 
suits, being seventy-nine less in number than 
were brought to the lest spring term of the 
court. There were one hundred and one suits 
filed during the day yesterday. Amoug the 
most important of the actions instituted were 
those summarized below: er | 

DIVERS DIVORCES. 

Divorce suits “bob up serenely’ in great 
numbers on the return days, and yesterday 
quite a batch of these botch jobs of hymen 
were complained of by unhappy victims. One 
of the curious cases was the cross actions for 
divorce brought by Flora Ann and Madison E. 
George. «They are man and wife, and each 
sued the othor for divorce without either 
knowing that the other contemplated such ac- 
tion. Flora Says they were married in March, 
1881, and that in July, 1881, Madison treated 
her with great cruelty, throwing her out of 
doors and shutting her out of the house. In 
August of the same year he repeated 
his cruelties and threatened to shoot her with 
a gun, and accused her falsely of unfaithful- 
ness. She further charges that he was habit- 
ually drunk and frequently had delirium tre- 
mens. She also accuses him of violating his 
marriage vows. On the other hand, Madison 
charges in his libel that Flora was speedily 
after marriage guilty of infidelities and there- 
fore prays to be divorced from her. 

Stephen Graham sues his wife for a divorce 
because she only remained with him one 
month in wedlock and then abandoned him. 
She went off to Alabama and having remain- 
ed away more than three years he wants to 
get himself a total divorce.

After 
their marriage some years ago, and only a few 
monihs after that event, she committed the 
unhallowed sin and he left her, betaking 
himself to Kansas.~ Returning some months 
later he found she had been admitted to a 
house of ill fame on Humphries street. She 
demanded that he should contribute to her 
support. This‘he has refused to do, and he 
asks the court for his freedom papers as 
against her. 

Robert Brown wants a divorce from Lucy 
Brown, whom he married by invitation of a 
court of law, beeause he says marrying has 
not effected a cure of her disposition to dis- 
tribute her favors among strange men. 

Cornelia Haynes asks for a decree releasing 
her from wifely vows to Charlie Haynes, be- 
cause he is unfaithful to his obligations to her 
and the obedience he owes to a cleanly 
morality. They have been married a tew 
months more than twelve years. 

THE GREAT GAS EXPLOSION. 

The great explosion of gas at the store of 
Mr. C. M. Barry, No. 172 Decatur street, on 
the 22d of July last, is still vividly remem- 
bered in this community. Yesterday its de- 
tails were recalled by the filing of two heavy 
damage suits against the Gate City gas light 
ecmypany for its alleged negligence in causing 
the explosion. Stephen McCray, as 
the next friend of Maggie and Thomas 
Gates, minors, sues for the death of their 
mother, Annie Gates, who was killed by the 
explosion while making some purchases in the 
store. The damages in this case are laid at 
#10000. 

The other case is that of Miss Mary E. Ta- 
tum, who was walking in front of the store 
when the front was blown out. She was 
thrown down and terribly wounded. A piece 
of glass penetrated one of her eyes, passing 
through the eye-ball, destroying her sight in 
that eye and paralyzing the eye-lid. She sutf- 
tered greatly, was put to large outlays for ex- 
penses and her capacity to earn a support has 
been, she avers, reduced one-half.. She sues 
the ex mpany for damages to the amount of 
$20,000. 

THE VALUE OF VIRTUE. 

Jerry Wilson suese Wesley Derden for $5,990 
damages, because the latter debauched Alice 
Wilson, the young unmarried daughter of the 
plaintiff. The parties are all colored. The 
defendant is the owner, of considérable prop- 
erty and runs a number of public drays in 
the city. He was convicted of bastardy a 
few weeks ago upon the prosecution of Jerry 
Wilson and was fined $300. Jerry now alleges 
that his family has been disgraced and his 
daughter ruined by these acts of Derden and 
demands whatever reparation can be gained 
by a verdict for damages in the sum above 
named,

tain as principal, and C. A. Barrett as secu- 


rity, upon a bond given by Chastain obliga- 


ting him to care for, support, maintain and ed- 
ucate the child of L. A. Lippman, whocharged 
Chastain with its paternity. Having failed 
to carry out his obligation and the child_hav- 
ing thus become chargeable to the county, 
the ordinary sues upon the bond for the sum 
of $750, the amount thereof. 

Larilla Harris brings a suit against Wade 
Griffin for damages in the sum of $1,000, be- 
cause the latter, on the IJth of August last, 
said, falsely and maliciously of her that ‘she 
kept a disorderly house: and house of ill 
fame.”’ 

A SUIT ABOUT SHEFFIELD. 

A suit for damages in the sum of $1,000 was 
filed yesterday in the name ot W. M. Niell 
against W. M. Dickson, of this city. Mr: 
Niell is a resident of England, a capitalist and 
one of the investors in the future city of Shef- 
field, in north Alabama. He complains that 
he contracted through Major Walter S. Gordon 
to purchase from Mr. Dickson ten share? of 
Shefiield stock at par.
